While the world’s leaders mourn 
Rabin’s death, the question on the 
minds of many Palestinians is the 
future of the peace process between 
the Israelis and _ Palestinians. 
Interviews with Palestinians around 
tne globe by the world’s press, and 
talks with Palestinian BYU students, 
are indicative of one thing — the 
hope of peace does not die very easi- 
ly. 
“When I first heard about it, | said 
‘OK, Rabin. died. These things hap- 
pen.’ But then after you sit down and 
think about it, you think about what 
migpt happen to the Palestinians as a 
result of that,” said Suhail Bahu, a 20- 


year-old BYU student from Jerusalem 
studying chemistry. “Is the peace 
process going to fold?” 

Israel’s occupation of the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip through the 
years has left many Palestinians skep- 
tical of a permanent pullout of Israeli 
forces from the occupied territories. 
But, even though Rabin was a key 
player in the peace process from the 
Israeli side, many, say they are com- 
forted that his temporary replacement 
is Shimon Peres, Israel’s Foreign 
Minister. Peres shared the Nobel 
Peace Prize with Rabin and Arafat for 
their efforts in the peace process. 

“Peres has the same vision,” said 
David Galbraith, an associate profes- 
sor of political science who special- 
izes in Middle-East studies. “And he 
shared that vision with Rabin.” 

But, even though Rabin is widely 
thought to be a voice for peace, Bahu 
says many Palestinians had difficulty 
forgetting Rabin’s past as a soldier 
and military man. 

Rabin is often classified as a war 
hero, at least to the Israelis. He served 
as the military’s chief of staff during 
the Six-Day War, in which Israel 
routed the armies of three Arab

Powell won’t run

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Israeli police hold third assassination suspect

TEL AVIV, Israel — Suspecting 
that others may have encouraged the 
gunman who assassinated Yitzhak 
Rabin, the government‘on Wednesday 
described a new suspect as a “cata- 
lyst” for the attack and launched a 
crackdown on Jews who preach vio- 
lence. 

As the investigation widened, so did 
a probe of how the confessed assassin 
penetrated Israeli security. The head 
of Shin Bet’s VIP protection branch 
resigned and the government ordered

The new suspect, Avishai Raviv, 
head of the militant right-wing group 
Eyal, appeared before a magistrate 
Wednesday and was ordered held for 
seven days.

Amir, who has confessed to the 
shooting, and his older brother, 
Hagai, are already under arrest. 

Police said they considered the 28- 
year-old Raviv, whose group is linked 
to the banned anti-Arab Kach move- 
ment, “a catalyst in the murder of 
Rabin.” 

Raviv admitted knowing Amir, a 
25-year-old religious nationalist, and 
meeting him only six days before the 
murder. 

But he maintained he never took 
Amir’s talk of killing Rabin seriously 
and was therefore not culpable. 

“You ask did he (Amir) say some- 
thing ... OK, so he did. But I didn’t 
know about his intentions or I would 
have reported it,” said Raviv, dressed 
in a blue skullcap, T-shirt and jeans.

“We must not hesitate to use all the 
means at our disposal against people 
indulging in incitement, the instiga- 
tors.and ‘those who pull the trigger,” 
he said.

Utah appeal on state abortion laws denied 


SALT LAKE CITY — The U.S. 10th Circuit Court of Appeals will not recon- 
sider its decision, striking down certain Utah abortion provisions as unconstitu- 
- tional. 

So state officials now are deciding whether to appeal to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 

The petition for rehearing was denied Monday, said a docket clerk for the 
appeals court, based in Denver. The full court refused to reconsider the court’s 
ruling in a consolidation of three suits filed in 1993. 

Last August, the appeals court ruled Utah’s ban on fetal experimentation and 
its restriction on abortions after 21 weeks of pregnancy unconstitutional. The 
state appealed for a reconsideration. 

Carol Clawson, Utah solicitor general, said it’s too soon to know what the 
state will do next. Utah has 90 days to make a decision. 


Teenagers kill themselves to be together 


MIAMI — Two eighth-grade sweethearts, forbidden by the girl’s mother to 
see each other, apparently drowned themselves in a canal, leaving suicide notes 
that told of their undying love-and hope of being together in another world. 

The bodies of Maryling Flores, 13, and Christian Davila, 14, were found 
Tuesday in the murky, weed-choked waterway just a few blocks from the 
school they attended. Neither could swim. 

“I can’t go on living: I’ve lost Maryling,” Christian said in a note his parents 
found Sunday. “I’m escaping from the realm of reality into the darkness of the 
unknown.” 

Maryling left more than six suicide notes, police said. 

“You'll never be able to understand the love between me and Christian,” she 
said in one. “You don’t let me see him in this world, so we’re going to another 
place. Please don’t cry for me, this is what I want. I want to feel happy, because 
I’m going to a place where I can be with Christian.” 


Kevorkian performs 26th assisted suicide 


SOUTHFIELD, Mich. — Dr. Jack Kevorkian took part.in a 26th suicide 
Wednesday — that of a 58-year-old woman with cancer whose body was found 
wrapped in a blanket in the back seat of an old car outside a morgue. 

Patricia Cashman, who ran a travel agency in San Marcos, Calif., feared end- 
ing up a “vegetable” unable to care for herself, Kevorkian lawyer Geoffrey 
Fieger said. 

In a July 6 letter, Cashman told Kevorkian that she “would go to almost any 
length to avoid ever being on pain pills again because of the terrible side effects 
that I suffered.” 

Sheriff's Lt. William Kucyk said his agency was investigating. Detectives 
were trying to contact Kevorkian, but Kucyk said, “We’re certainly not opti- 
mistic he will submit to an interview.” 

The retired pathologist has acknowledged attending 26 suicides since 1990. 
Most involved carbon monoxide inhalation. 

Kevorkian, 67, already faces assisted-suicide charges in four deaths in 
Oakland County — two in 1993 and two in 1991. He could get five years in 
prison for each case.

More important, can the former 
speaker of the California Assembly 
oust Mayor Frank Jordan, whose nude 
shot in a shower with two radio disc 
jockeys was the high point of his oth- 
erwise colorless Campaign? 

Brown thinks he can 
inthe wDecw. be 
runoff. 

“This is the race we 
were looking for,’ he 
cackled Wednesday. “I 
want us to stuff this 
turkey by 
Thanksgiving.” 

Jordan professes to

Welcome to quirky San Francisco’s 
five-week runoff election, where most 
of the rules of politics are reversed. 

The most liberal big city in the 
country held true to its colors in 
Tuesday’s election, giving the liberal 
Brown 63,155 votes or 34 percent; the 
even more liberal Roberta Achtenberg 
50,609 votes or 27 percent; and 
Jordan, a politically moderate former 
police chief, 59,451 votes or 31 per- 
cent. Five other candidates divided 
the remainder. 

San Franciscans also crushed an 
effort to remove the late labor leader 
Cesar Chavez’s name from a street 
and chose their most left-leaning 
supervisor as the top finisher in the 
district attorney’s race, which also 
will require a runoff. 

Brown has confounded skeptics who 
wondered whether a man who spent 
14 years as Assembly speaker and 
loves fast cars and $1,000 Armani 
suits had the taste for’a door-to-door 
campaign over bus maintenance and

The bill would allow most federal 
agencies to keep operating through 
Dec. 1, though at levels as low as 60 
percent of last year’s spending. 

Despite the cuts, the spending bill 
would ensure that no federal workers 
would be laid off, except for those 
working for small programs taeeied ll 
for elimination. 

Most of the government has func- 
tioned since Oct. 1 under a temporary 
bill holding many agencies to 90 per- 
cent of last year’s spending. That 
measure expires Monday. Failure to 
extend it would force a huge number 
of federal workers to stay home. 

The government will hit its $4.9 tril- 
lion debt limit Nov. 15, when a $25 
billion payment to bondholders is

High-profile trials impact lives of participants

There is no single word that can accurately 
describe the circus of televised trials in which 
defendants, prosecutors and jurors become not 
only participants in the American justice sys- 
tem, but actors in a “real-life drama.” There are, 
however, many viewpoints about the ramifica- 
tions of these high-profile trials. 

Consider the O.J. Simpson Trial, for example. 
Before the verdict was read in early October, 
more than a dozen books had been published on 
the trial. Defense attorney! Johnnie Cochran 
entered the courtroom with bodyguards from 
the Nation of Islam during the last week of the 
trial. He left the court-house cafeteria one 
Friday while diners chanted, “We love you, 
Johnnie.” 

Obviously, allowing the media in the court- 
room affects the outcome of these high-profile 
trials and the lives of those participating in the 
trials, said Larry EchoHawk, a professor at the 
J. Reuben Clark Law School. 

Although the prosecution in the Simpson trial 
will most likely overcome its loss, these high- 
profile trials have a tendency to render more 
psychological damage to the lawyers than rou- 
tine cases, EchoHawk said. 

The limelight can also cause lawyers to put on 
more of a show and drag out the case, said

said. “The accusation could be made that they + 
feel like they are on’a stage and have to per- 
form. That leads to a trial that is out of the ordinary in that it can make 
or break a career.” 

Despite excessive showiness on the part of the Simpson defense team, 
EchoHawk and Wilkins both agree the trial did not harm the future of 
any of its attorneys. 

Johnnie Cochran; probably the most verbal member of the defense 
team, is not held in high regard by many people, but “I’m not sure any- 
thing he did should be censored,” Wilkins said. 

While it is unfortunate that Cochran did use racial slurs to appeal to 
the jury and displayed other inappropriate behavior, his tactics 
appeared to work, Wilkins said. 

“In my opinion, he got a murderer off. And if you can use his tech- 
nique to do that, others may (follow suit),” Wilkins added. 

Wilkins referred to a lawyer in Salt Lake City who was “obnoxious, 


rude, overbearing and yet very successful.” As a result, Wilkins said, 
“there are a lot of lawyers in Salt Lake City who have copied his unco- 
operative techniques.” 

Being in the limelight and participating in a high-profile trial is’ a 
“reality that most lawyers thirst for,’ EchoHawk said. “High-profile tri- 
als enhance their careers.” 

Although the jurors are sequestered and not able to obtain news, they 
too are affected, Wilkins said. 

“The legal perception has always been that jurors will do what they’re 
told,’ Wilkins said. 

“When jurors are put in a controlled situation and told that they are 
not supposed to be-affected, they can’t help but be affected,” he said. 

EchoHawk said there is always some indirect impact on jurors in a 
high-profile case. “They certainly sense a higher level of stakes that are 
in place and that can certainly affect their attitudes about the case.”

There are some organizations that shun the 
media, thinking that the less people know, 
the better. Local volunteer organizations are 
usually the exact opposite, though. They 
need news coverage — it’s what keeps them 
alive. 

The heart of many of these nonprofit orga- 
nizations is volunteer work and financial 
contributions from the community. Without 
this help, some of these organizations would 
not survive. 

“Without volunteers we wouldn't be able to 
function like we currently do,” said Kim 
Miller, executive director for Women and 
Children in Crisis. “Our finances and 
resources are quite limited.” 

To receive this help, people must be aware 
of critical issues in the community, said 
Kristi Breeden, volunteer center director for 
the United Way in Provo. The problem these 
programs face is how to raise the level of 
awareness. 

Many organizations do not have big bud- 
gets for public relations, so they rely on 
news coverage. Without the media, most of 
their efforts and needs would go unnoticed. 

“Speaking for the volunteer center, we 
couldn’t do it without the media,” Breeden 
said. “Our needs change almost weekly, and 
without the media it would be difficult to 
reach the people we need to reach.” 

This raises an ethical question for news 
media. Do they have a responsibility to help 
these nonprofit organizations? And if so, 
who gets the coverage, and how much 
should be reported? 

“That’s a tough call,” said Alf Pratte, a 
BYU journalism professor who still writes 
articles for various Utah newspapers.

In the future, if we 
can strengthen our defense with a lit- 
tle depth I think James Dye will be 
playing a lot on offense. 

Q. How does backup quarterback Paul 
Shoemaker look for the future? 

A. (French), He has improved so much 
— we found out by playing him in the 
Tulsa game. He showed us that he 
does have the ideas and the ability to 
read defenses. He is more of a game 
player than a practice player. So that 
may be his forte to play in the game 
and not in practice.

Fresno State finished fourth

_ 274; Wyoming, 273; San Diego 
State, 211; and Air Force ,77. 

Utah this year will welcome 
back four starters from last 
year’s 28-6 team, which finished 
15-3 and atop the conference.

The only full-time starter to return 
to the Bruins is Charles O’Bannon, 
but point guard Cameron Dollar 
proved his worth when he stepped in 
for the injured Tyus Edney in the title 
game and sophomores Toby Bailey 
and J.R. Henderson saw plenty of 
time in the championship run. 

“There are a lot returning guys but 
they weren’t CEOs,” Harrick said. 
“They're hungry and ready to go and 
so am I. I haven’t been this excited in 
a long time. There was so much pres- 
sure to win at UCLA.” 

Krzyzewski and Tarkanian are 
linked in college basketball history 
for the back-to-back years of memo- 
rable Final Four matchups that led to 
a national title for each. 

Krzyzewski missed the final 20 
games of the season as he recovered 
from back surgery. He has returned to

A Polish BYU student’s conversion to the LDS 
faith changed his goals, caused cultural difficulties 
and gave him an opportunity to serve in and aid the 
growth of the LDS Church. 

Grzegorz (Greg) Pawlik (pronounced pahy-lik), a 
23-year-old sophomore from Lodz, Poland, was 
converted four and a half years ago. 

“T always wanted to know the truth,” he said. His 
life has changed from rebellion to happiness. 

His goal now is to rear and support a family, 
Pawlik said. “It’s the best thing to grow.” 

Pawlik once despised the traditional stable Polish 
lifestyle, in which one decides his career at 14, goes 
to work after graduation without needing a college 
degree and, despite the occupation, earns about the 
same amount as everyone else. 

“In Poland, you are born in one place, live there 
and die,” he said. 

The majority of the Polish population belongs to 
the Roman Catholic faith, as do Pawlik’s parents 
and older sister. Pawlik said his parents are open- 
minded and he is glad they are active in their reli- 
gion. But as a youth, Pawlik considered himself a 


Plan lets Russia save face, help NATO

BRUSSELS, Belgium — After weeks 
of delicate negotiations, Russia 
agreed Wednesday to join a Bosnia 
peacekeeping force in a face-saving 
arrangement that allows Moscow to 
say its troops are not under NATO 
command. 

The 2,000 to 3,000 Russian troops 
would become part of an American 
division, but unlike U.S. and other 
allied forces, would not answer 
directly to U.S. Army Gen. George 
Joulwan, the supreme NATO com- 
mander in Europe. 

Instead, Joulwan’s orders would be 
transmitted through a Russian general 
to‘his own troops, allowing Russia to 
avoid the appearance of taking orders 
from NATO, its Cold War foe.

Buddhist because he strongly believed humans 
lived before they came to earth (a principle not 
taught by the Roman Catholic faith). 

Pawlik also wanted to see the world. “Every day 
would be different,” he said. 

After graduating from vocational school, he rotat- 
ed between working and traveling for eight months. 
Pawlik hitchhiked with friends around Europe, 
stopping in Hungary, Yugoslavia, Austria, Germany 
and Czechoslovakia. 

It was in Austria, Pawlik said, that he and a friend 
met two sister missionaries with copies of the Book 
of Mormon in Polish. Six months later, Pawlik and 
his friend were baptized. 
and: said 
he wanted to serve a mission even before he was 
baptized. 

“T was excited,” he said. “I asked the mission pres- 
ident (in Poland) what to do to go.” 

Pawlik said he learned English while training for 
his mission and used both languages while serving. 

The hardest adjustments were the cultural ones, 
Pawlik said. People on his mission would get mad 
at him for being rude when, in reality, “I just didn’t 
know.” 

Once, while conversing with a temple worker, 


Pawlik misunderstood her English and mistakenly 
asked “What?” in Polish: “So?” 

The first year of his mission, Pawlik said he would 
take off his shoes, as was customary in Poland, 
every time he and his companion sat down to rest 
from walking. 

When his companion finally told him it was 
improper, Pawlik was embarrassed. 

Pawlik said he has adjusted to American culture 
now and has benefited from studying at BYU. 

“T expected a lot, but it’s better than I thought,” he 
said. The people are really nice and he likes the reli- 
gious atmosphere. 

Pawlik said he never planned to stay in the United 
States after his mission. He was going to attend col- 
lege in Poland, but his mission president in Chicago 
encouraged him to gain the experiences offered at 
BYU and helped Pawlik with the admissions 
process. 

After graduating from BYU, Pawlik plans to 
return to Poland, where higher education is valuable 
in obtaining a job because the dissolution of the 
Communist Party caused inequality. 

Poles have to worry now about keeping their jobs 
and earning enough to pay the high costs of living, 
Pawlik said.
